Chairman Andrews Names the 
Ex ecutiv e Co mmittee. 


MR. POTTER AT JOPLIN. 


Gleans Much Valuable Information 
and Refers It to Committee 
on Arrangements. 


Chairman Lute P. Andrews, of 
the executiv e committee to arrange 
for the street fair to be giv en by 
the Sedalia Elks five day s in Sep­ 
tember, beginning either Tuesday , 
the 18 th, or Tuesday , the 25th, 
has appointed as his associates on 
such committee D r.E . F. \ a nc e y , 
W . K . Powell, jr., 
Dr. E d L. 
Moore and G. C. Graham. 
The 
exact date of the carniv al will be 
fixed at a meeting of the Elks to 
be held some time this week. 
P. L. Potter, secretary , returned 
from Joplin Friday night, and re­ 
ported to Chairman Andrews re­ 
garding the desirable attractions at 
the fair giv en there the past week 
by the Elks, and out of which they 
will made a snug sum of money . 
A space of three blocks was de­ 
v oted to the merchants’ booths.and 
to these an admission fee of ten 
cents was charged. 
The Midway 
had a number of creditable fea­ 
tures, to each of which an admis­ 
sion was charged, and out of which 
the Elks either got a certain per 
cent or so much was paid for the 
space occupied. 
The attendance 
was large, Mr. Potter say s, but the 
flower 
parade did not begin to 
compare with the one giv en in Se­ 
dalia last y ear. 
Mr. Andrews, in conv ersation 


w i t h a D e m o cr at 
reporter y ester­ 
day afternoon, stated that Secre­ 
tary Potter did not book any at­ 
tractions while absent, but he in­ 
v estigated them all and placed the 
executiv e committee in possession 
of much 
information 
that will 
prov e of v alue in making the book­ 
ings for the fair. 
Of course there will be a M id­ 
way , but it will not be patterned 
after the one held on W est Main 
street last y ear. 
A n effort will be made to pre­ 
sent the “ Streets of Cairo,” but 
there will be no half-dressed, im­ 
moral women parading Ohio street 
on the backs of donkey s, to the ac­ 
companiment of wheezy music, 
which did so much to disgust the 
respectable portion of the commu­ 
nity the week of Sedalia’s street 
fair. 
The idea of Chairman Andrews 
and his associates of the executiv e 
committee is to bring to Sedalia a 
number of 
sterling attractions, 
such as wiil afford amusement to 
country and town 
people alike. 
Sedalia had a goodly number of 
these last y ear, which req uired the 
expenditure of sev eral 
hundred 
dollars, and no backward step will 
be taken this y ear. 
Extensiv e correspondence will 
be opened up this week, with a 
v iew of making the fair the most 
successful a city the size of Sedalia 
has ev er known, and the 
D e m o ­ 


cr at 
has ev ery confidence in the 
ability of the Elks to carry forward 
the splendid programme that has 
been mapped out.

A § 15,000 BUILDING. 


It Is to Be Erected at Sixth and Ohio 
Streets. 


The lot at the northwest corner 
of Sixth and Ohio streets is to be 
adorned with a handsome new 
business building two stories high, 
49 x9 0. 
Pedestrians along that thorough­ 
fare were put in a q uandary y ester­ 
day at the sight of sev eral w ork­ 
men, 
who 
were razing the bill­ 
boards, and many were greatly sur­ 
prised when told that Sedalia was 
to hav e another new business block. 
Tomorrow the Porter Real E s­ 
tate company will put a large force 
of men to work excav ating for the 
new building, which will be con­ 
structed of brick and stone, at a 
cost of $15,000. 
The work will be pushed and 
the building will be ready for oc­ 
cupancy October 15. 
W . H. Ramsey will occupy the 
basement and first floor with the 
Racket store. 
The second floor will either be 
constructed for an entertainment 
hall, or will b? used for flats. 
W ith work on this new building, 
the State Fair grounds, the public 
library building, the building of 
spurs to the fair grounds by the 
railroads and the extension of the 
electric line, Sedalia will certainly 
enjoy a boom this fall.

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A MANILA LETTER. 


Fro m Fo rmer Business Co lleg e 
Student. 


TO PROF. C. W. ROBBINS. 


D. R. Williams Is Private Secretary 
to a Member of the Pbilip- 
pine Commission. 


D. R . Williams, a former stu­ 
dent of Central Business college, 
who now has a good position in 
the Philippine Islands, writes as 
follows to Prof. C. W . Robbins, 
under date of Manila, June 24, 
19 00: 
M y D e a r P r o f e s s o r : 
It is a 
far cry from Sedalia to Manila, but 
I thougnt you might be interested 
in hearing of the present where­ 
abouts of your erstwhile student. 
It is by 
devious 
paths 
one 
reaches any goal in life, and few 
can point the course unerringly. 
There 
are 
signposts, 
however, 
scattered along the way— resting 
places, 
where 
one 
gathered 
strength and courage for the on­ 
w ard journey— and 
among these 
I remember pleasantly “ C. B. C .’’ 
T h a t thought, therefore, and the 
memory of the kindly interest you 
took in my progress, inspires me 
to the present effort. 
I am now occupying the posi­ 
tion of private secretary to Prof. 
Bernard Moses, a member of the 
Philippine commission lately ap­ 
pointed by President McKinley to 
establish a civil government in the 
island. 
W e have been in Manila 
three weeks. 
Our journey from 
San 
Francisco 
occupied 
about 
seven weeks, and was an ideal 
trip. 
A 
government 
transport 
was placed at the disposal of the 
commission 
party. 
Stops 
were 
made at 
Honolulu, 
Yokohama, 
Kobe, -Nagasaki and H ong Kong, 
giving us an opportunity to visit 
at considerable length in those 
places. 
M y position is a very agreeable 
one. 
Aside from the interest cen­ 
tering in the work itself— which is 
great— there comes the opportunity 
to study this country and the peo­ 
ple at first hand, . and to meet and 
talk with the men here who are 
m aking history. 
It is also inter­ 
esting in connection with my pro­ 
fession— law— to watch the forma­ 
tion of a government out of the 
chaos bequeathed to us by Spain 
and the insurrection. 
It is rather early yet to give any 
impressions concerning the Filipino 
people. 
I do believe, 
however, 
that they are susceptible of consid­ 
erable development. 
They have 
the quality of assimilation com­ 
bined with a quick intelligence and 
a desire for knowledge. 
Of course 
they are tricky and shifty, but that 
is a fault of race and of Spanish 
tutelage, and can be overcome in 
time to some extent 
The one 
thing that will militate against 
their material progress is their 
laziness. 
They are not industrious 
and the real labor of the country is 
now done by Chinamen. 
H ow ­ 
ever, this may be a result of lati­ 
tude, to which the Anglo-Saxon 
himself will possibly succumb. 
I like Manila. 
It is very inter­ 
esting. 
As to climaie, it is warm 
but not unbearably so. Moreover, I 
do not consider the place unhealthy. 
People who have lived here for 
years look well and say they have 
never had any serious illness.

To m Purcell Murder Case o n 
Trial at Marshall. 


DEFENDANT TESTIFIES. 


Claimed That 111 Feeling Had Ex isted 
Between Bailey and Himself 
Since 18 9 5 . 


The defen dan t, Thos. Pu rcell, 
was the first witn ess called for the 
defen se at Marshall Friday for the 
k illin g of Chas. Bailey at Malta 
Ben d last win ter. He stated that ill 
feelin g had ex isted between him­ 
self an d Bailey sin ce 18 95 ; that 
Bailey had frequ en tly made cu t­ 
tin g remark s abou t him du rin g last 
w in te r ; that Bailey had followed 
him toward home on e n ight, an d 
throw n brick s at him ; that when 
w ork in g at the restau ran t of Mrs.

Bailey , an d said he told the boy in 
an swer to a qu estion as to whether 
he wou ld k ill Jim Bailey :

A t the last meeting of the city 
council the finance committee in­ 
troduced an ordinance fixing the 
levy for the next fiscal year as fol­ 
lows :

tion ; 10 cents for the library fund ; 
30 cents for interest bonds, and 30 
cents 
for 
the 
sinking fund, 
a 
total of $t. 20 on the $100. 
A s a taxpayer, I with to protest 
against levying any such amounts 
for either the interests or the sink­ 
ing 
fund. 
These are the fa c ts : 
T he original debt of $175, 000 
was refunded July ist, 1897, and 
$25, 000 of this amount should be 
paid July ist, 
1902. 
The 5-20 
C ity Park bonds were sold April 
1st, 
1898, so on A pril ist, 1903, 
the city is expected to pay $5, 000 
of the park bond. 
According to the treasurer’s last 
report, $20, 000 of the sinking fund 
had been loaned at 6 per cent per 
an n u m ; in tw o years the interest 
amounts to $3, 400.

A fter this, $5, 000 will be 
needed to pay the first 5*20 park 
bonds due April ist, 1903, hence
